CANAL VS. RAILROAD. 
A GREAT FALLING-OFF IN TRAFFIC BY 
WATER.

New York, Aug. 3.—A report has been 
published that the reduction in the rates of 
eastward-bound freights by the railroad com- 
panies has causeda great falling-off in traffic 
on the canals, that many of the towing com- 
panies have retired from business, and that 
other buatmen will have to tie up if the war 
in rates continues wuch longér.

A LACK OF INFORMATION REGARDING THEM 
BY THE PUBLIC,

A PROMISING SCHOLAR.

Pirrsivnra, Pa., Aug. 3.—An important atrest 
was made at Johnstown, Cambria County, this 
State, abolit sixty miles east from Pittsburg, at 
a late hour last night, the detailsof which border 
onthe romantic. The name of the person ar- 
rested is Frank H. Banks. He is a native of 
Phoenixville, Pa., and is only 28 years old. He 
is accused of swindling an old man named Gar- 
rett out of nearly $10,000. Garrett formerly re- 
sided in Phoenixville, but for several years past 
bas been a citizen of San Francisco.. He 
was a Sunday-school teacher in Pbcenix- 
ville, and one of his brightest 
and most attentive scholars was Banks. Upon 
leaving for San Francisco Mr. Garrett expressed 
confidence in the future career of the boy, and 
gave a considerable sum of money toward de- 
fraying the expenses of a European trip which 
his parents had arranged for him. During bis 
absence abroad. young Banks was a regular 
contributor to several local papers, some of his 
articles possessing a high degree of merit. He 
returned home in due time and settled down to 
a quiet sort of life, which continued until June 
last, When he again sprang into notoriety. 
Mr. Garrett had some property to dispose of 
and some claims to collect in Phawoixville. He 
wrote to his former Sunday-school pupil in re- 
lation to the matter, and the answer was re- 
turned that, having graduated as a member of 
the Bar, he (Banks) was prepared to transact bis 


busirfess for him. The necessary power of at- 


torney was forwarded, and the sum of $9,450 was 
realized from the assets of the property claimed 
by the former religious preceptor of the young 
man. Notice was sent on to this ef- 
fect, and the grateful Garrett wrote in 
answer that the odd dollaars above $9,000 should 
be retained by Banks for his services, and that 
a draft for the baiance might be forwarded to 
San Francisco; It happened that Banks c6n- 
cluded to take atrip westward about me time 
the order was received, and be started for St. 
Louis with the entire amount of cash in his pos- 
session, Purchases of elegant clothing were 
first made, and he also invested in no less than 
five handsome breastpins. After “doing’’ that 
city for a short time, be visited Chicago and 
took a look at the Gernmian S&ngerfest fes- 
tivities. While there he claims some 
adroit rascal cut @ slit in the 
pistol pocket of his pantaloons, in which $9,000 
belonging to Mr. Garrett was placed for safe 
keeping, and the pocktbouk containing the bank 
bills was abstracted. The balance of the money 
had been located in abother pocket, and the 
thief failed to secure it. Iu preef of his loss the 
young man showed several oilicers the garment 
which had been ripped open. A cursory view 
of it would Dear him out in his assertion, but, 
upon careful inspection, it was noticed the cut 
was made for deceptive purposes, as the inner 
part of the pocket was not. penetrated 
by the knife. The original sum, le8s the $480, 
was to have beea deposited witb Drexei & Co., 
bankers, of Philadetphia, subject to the order 
of Mr. Garrett; but, finding that no notifica- 
tion was furwarded, the old gentleman got un- 
easy and wrote to an attorney in St. Louis to 
look up the mratter. A few inquiries were made, 
and the latter felt satisfied there was some 
crookedness apparent, so he came to the con- 
clusion to investigate the affair. A detective 
was porceray put upon the track. He ar-: 
rived at ohnstown on Sunday, and 
last night concluded to make 
of packing his trunks. He was taken to the 
lock-up, where an examinacon was made of bis 
personal effects. Upon his person was found 
7the sum of $071 in bank bilis, several vaiuable 
scarf and breast pipe and a fine gold watch. 
His trunk was filled’with a large assortment of 
clothing fine enough fora King. A number 
of letters and px l-cards were aiso found 
in his possession, One of the former 
was from a young lady in Cleveland. 
One of the postkis was addressed to a 
nan at Mingo Station, O., stating that Banks 
was about to leave for New York. He had writ- 
ten a.letter to a friend in Chicago named Gates, 
giving a fictitious name, which ied to his identi- 
fication and arrest bere. Hewill bave a hearing 
to-morrow. Banks is weli known here, where 
he is considered a sharp, shrewd fellow. He has 
traveled all over this country and Europe. His 
parents are wealthy, respectable people.

at unce to secure her services. He remained 
here several days, aiid tho resiit of his 
visit was that, instead of @ governess, he se- 
cured a bride, upon whom, before his marriage, 
he “ settied”’ $30,000, the contract being drawn 
up by the Judge, who had in part been the 
cuuse of bringing the parties together. Marvit's 
fine personal appearance and plausibic manher, 
torether with the high character of the letters 
of credit and the introduction which he pre- 
sented upon his arrival bere, estabjished the ut- 
host contidence in him, so much so that, besides 
imposing upon aliof the young lady’s relatives 
and friends, he succeed witbout any.trouble

ERASTUS O. HAVEN. 

SAN FrRANctsco, Cal., Aug. 3.—Bishop E. 0. 
Haven died at Salem, Ore., yesterday afternoon. 
The immediate cause of bis death was uremia. 
He was aged 60. 


Bishop Erastus Otis Haven, D. D., LL. D., was 
born at Boston, Nov. 1, 1820, and graduated at 
Wesleyan University, Middleton, Conn., in 1842. 
He was soon afterwards appointed an instructor 
in Amenia Seminary, and occupied a Professor- 
ship in that institution from 1846 to 1848. . He 
was received into the New York Conference in 
1848, and from 1848 to 1862 was engaged in pas- 
toral work in the Twenty-fourth Street Church, 
New York, in the Red Hook Mission, and in the 
Mulberry Street (now 8t. Paul’s) Church, in 
the same city. In 183 he accepted 
the Professorship of Latin in the 
University of Michigan, and, in _ the 
following year, was transferred to the Chair of 
Rhetoric and English Literature. In 1856 he was 
elected editor of Zton’s Heraid, serving in that 
capacity until 1863. During this period be was 
elected State Senator in the [Massachusetts 
Legislature, and was honored with the Chair- 
manship of the General Committtee on Educa- 
tion, and a membership on the State Board of 
Overseers of Harvard University, a posftion 
which be held until 1869, when he accepted the 
Presidency of the Northwestern University, at 
Evanston, lit. In 1872 he was elected, by 
the General Conference, Secretary of 
the Board of Education, to which 
office he devoted his time until 1874, when he ac- 
cepted the Chanceliorship of Syracuse Univer- 
sity, a position which he retained until bis elec- 
tion. — 12, 1880, at the last General Confer- 
ence, held in Cincinnati, to the. office of Bishop. 
Three other Bishops were chosen at the same 
time.—Bishops Warren, Foss, and Hurst,—tie 
two tirst-named being, like Bishop Haven, grad- 
vates of the Wesleyan University at Middle- 
town, Conn. Bishop Haven was the last-one of 
the quartet elected, and three ballots were re- 
quired to fill’the office. Hig competitors on the 
last ballot were the Rev. J.M. Walden and the 
Rev. J. P. Newman. The whole number 
of votes was 375, an 188 were. neces- 
sary to a choice. Bishop Haven received 
250, Mr. Walden 59, and Mr. Newman 24. Bishop 
Haven was declared duly elected and was con- 
secrated, along with the other three Bishops, on 
the 19th of May, the venerable Bishop Scott 
presiding, assisted by the other Bishops aud sev- 
eral Elders. Between the date of his election 
and conseeranon and his death Bishop Haven 
has been in the Far West, and has lived for some 
time past in San Francisco. 

Bishop Haven was ditinguished as a writer, 
author, and preacher, but even in a more emi- 
nent degree as an educator. He gave ev.dences 
early in life of bein endowed with 
rare taients in scholars ip, and occupied 
for many years ‘a commanding position 
in the world of iletters, his versatile 
pen baving won for him a reputation as wide as 
the Church to whose teachings he so steadfastiy 
clung, and to whose progress he was so sincerely 
devoted, As President of the Michigan Uni- 
versity he managed the grave interests of that 
institution with singular ability. As President 
of the Northwestern University, at Evanston, 
he dignified the position with the best scholar- 
ship and a rare dispiay of executive talents. 
Perhaps the crowning effort of his life in behalf 
of the cause of education was attained when he 
assumed the Chancellorship of the Syracuse 
University and devoted his talents as an educator 
to that institution and those who sought the 
advantages there to be obtained. As the editor 
of .Zion’s Herald, Bishop Haven earned a brill- 
jant reputation as a writer and a journalist. He 
was Corresponding Secretary of the Church 
Board of Education from its -organization until 
the time of his election as Bishop, and in that 
capacityperformed a vast amount of uncom- 
ensated labor. As Chancsallor of the Syracuse 
Jniversity be received frequent and large con- 
tributions from liberal friends of the cause of 
Churcia education, so that the institution under 
his management soon became a vast power far 
gvod. He was a member of the General Con- 
ference of 1860, 1868, 1872, 1876,° and 18890, 
appearing in the latter as a delegate 
from the Central New York Conference, his res- 
idence still being Syracuse. He was aiso Chair- 
nan of the Committee on Lay Delegates in the 
General Conference, which provided for the in- 
troduction of that change intheChurch. Pre- 
vious to the last General Conference he was ap- 
pointed by the Bishop of the Church as one of 
the delegates to bear greetings to the English 
and Irish Wesleyans. His visit to Eutope ia 
that capacity enabied bim to impart much valu- 
able information on his return with regard to 
the status of Methodism there and the distin- 
guisbuig features between the Church in Er- 
giand and America. 

Bishop Haven's best-known works were his 
“Young Man Advised.’ “ Pillars of Truth,” 
* Rhetoric,” and ** Mental Philosophy.” In ad- 
dition to these, however, be contributed very 
largcly to Church periodicals, coveri every 
field of thought, and bearing no small part in 
the intelligent discussion of tue many imnpurtant 
denominational questions which have occupied 
so much attention of late years. 

In person Bishop Haven was spare and lithe, 
—almost emdciated, in fact,—revealing evi- 
dences of mental activity at the expense 
of the physical. He had ,a wonder- 
fully expressive brow, a face which 
was the stamp of intellectuality, and a 
manner and disposition which were kindly in 
the extreme, and which made him one of the 
most popular, because the most respected and 
most beloyed,' College Presidents in the whole 
country. He was courteous and gentié as 
child, and yet firm as arock in bis devotion to 
principies and in the performance of his duties. 
Although a tine preacher and a graceful orator, 
he attained chief prominence among the Meih- 
ouists Of America for bis prefound stholarship 
and gis steadfast interest in, and devotion to, 
the cause of education.,—a field In which his 
—_— will leave a void that will be difficult to

Tuer grave charge is made by the San 
Francisco Chronicle that slavery exists in 
Hawall. Human beings are not bought and 
sold, but under the terms “contract” and 
“apprenticeship”? slavery exists, and the. 
peon, apprentice, or slave, of whatever color 
he may happen to be, has no means of es- 
cape and no remedy against cruelty and op- 
pression. The victims of the system are 
emigrants brought to the islands by the Gov- 
ernment from the South Sea islands, Fayal, 
Sweden, and Norway, to work tlie sugar 
plantations. They are transferred to plant- 
ers after the manner of chattels, in consider- 
ation of the payment of passage money, the 
hospital tax, and other fees, which are sub- 
sequently deducted from their wages. There 
are on all the plantations no less than 30,000 
of these serfs. who are presided over by over- 
seers who have no other form of arguinent 
or discipline than the lash, They are treat- 
ed in the most inhuman manner, and denied 
redress, whatever may be their grievances, 
and escape frofm the islands is impossible; as 
not one of them can leave without tlie con- 
sent of the authorities. King Kulakaua is 
now in England junketing with the Royal 
family, and it is stated is trying to sell the 
islands. Under | any circumstances the 
United States would have the right to jnter- 
fere with any conveyance of them to a foreign 
power. Thehorrible condition of the work- 
ing-classes is now a still more cogent reason 
why this country will interfere with the sale 
of Kulakaua's property, at least until it has 
had some plain words with him about reform- 
ing the condition of things, 


/Tur fatal disease known as the ‘Siberian 
plague,” it is announced, has appeared in 
several Provinces of the Russian Empire, 
and has attacked human inhabitants as well 
as horses, cattle, sheep, and gther animals 
near St. Petersburg. The disdase is not one 
that is epidemic except among ‘animals, and, 
according to medical historians, is identical 
with the plague from which the Egyptians 
and their cattle suffered In‘ the time of Pha- 
raoh, The ravages of the disease are caus- 
ing considerable. alarm in England, as 
more than 100,000 bales of wool are shipped 
to England anntually from these districts, 
and the ** wool-sorters’ disease,” which has 
been very prevalent and fatal in Yorkshire, 
is known to be identical with this plague. 
The London Times says that ‘It has its 
origin in a low parasitic organisyy,, which, 
when introduced into the blood of a 
living animal, often develops so rapidly 
and with such inimical effeet on the life- 
stream that death ensues even within a few 
hours, The organism itself—the bacillus 
anthracis, as it is named—svon dies upon its 
removal from living blood or other media 
favorable to its nutrition, but its spore or 
germ may, in ordinary circumstances, retain 
vitality and power of development for an in- 
definit time; and thus it happens, doubtless, 
that es and hides of diseased animals re- 
tain * poison, and that the lager, gaining 
access to the blood of a living animal, un- 
folds anew its full activity.” Fortunately 


t the disease is mostly confined to animals, but 


as it has produced more or less faiality 
among the wool-orters, the English Govern- 
ment is about to take measures to aguem 
the importation of fleeces.

Tne increase of wagesin New York City 
during the last three years -has been /very 
marked, and has extended to all branches of 
trade. The brewerymen, bakers, car-driv- 
ers, cigarmakers, ‘longshoremen, steamship 
firemen, men engaged in the building trades, 
and day laborers have obtained considerable 


of peaceful agitation. In nearly all the build- 
ing trades wages have increased about 2 
per cent.- In 1878 bricklayers earned from 
$12to $15a week. Now they receive from 
$18 to $24, and in some placés. are striking for 
$27. The increase i@three years has been in 
this trade nearly 3D per cent. The New York 
Tribune has prepared the following table 
showing the advance of wages in some of the 
principal trades. Some of the laborers, be- 
sides an increase of pay, have obtained a 
slight reduction of time, the bakers having 
in this manner had their hours reduced from 
fourteen per dy to twelve: : 
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While the pay has been. raised in most in- 
stances, the cost of living has not increased 
quite in the same ratio. Lread is sold for the 
same price now asin 1878; beef costs from two 
to four cents more per pound; dairy products, 
potatoes, tea, coffee, and sugar are less now 
than then, and coal in the Eastern cities is 
considerably jower. There is evidence that 
wages have been forced up to the highest 
possible notch, and must decline before they 
advance again. Building has been very 
much retarded by the exorbitant demands of 
the laborers, and work on the whole is not 
so steady or so well remunerated as it was a 
few months ago.

in the presence of the rolling flames and in- 
tolerable heat. And yet the fire was a com- 
parative failure, because the Council had not 
adopted the policy ot these fire-bug Alder- 
men. There was a strong southwest wind, 
intense heat, and a planing-mil!l in flames. 
| Ordinarily this ought to have swept twenty 

or thirty acres of all their wooden buildings, 
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, which, owme to the failure, of 
Council to repeal the fire ordinance, “dia 
have a frame building on it. But for 
this vacant space, which these Aldermen 
wanted covered with pine, the “flames would 
have swept straight through to Lincoln 
Park. «As it was, only four frame dwelling- 
houses and two pine manufacturing estab- 
lishments were wiped out. 

The conflagration was, however, of suffi- 
cient dimensions to illustrate the possibili- 
ties in a district where the wooden struct- 
ures are numerous enough to furnish foed 
fora fire once fairly begun and fanned by 
the hot August breeze from the southwest, 
The three Aldermen have nad the good fort- 
une of having their policy of a wooden-built 
city soon tested. ‘The fire of yesterday will 
serve as a severe warning against the erec- 
tion of any permanent and substantial build- 
ing improvements in neighborhoods where 
there are woodén tenements in abundance. 
These two wards are threattned with con- 
flagrations at any moment, and because of 
this fact there is a perpetual prohibition of 
brick structures, and the permanent sub- 
stantial improvement of the ward is delayed 
and postponed. Noman would build rows 
of brick dwellings or stores, so long as they 
must be surrounded by inflammable build- 
ings of wood. These three Aldermen have 
been laboring for months to have the limits 
in which frame buildings may be erected 
enlarged so as to include great districts. 
The fire yesterday was a commentary on the 
stupidity as well as peril of adopting any 
such policy. How many more such fires 
will it take to satisfy them that the sooner 
pine tenements and barns give way to build- 
ings with brick walls the more rapid will be 
the permanent improvement of the wards 


and the greater the rise in value of all the 


property therein ? 

THE nigeon-shooting exhibition of the last 
few days, while affording some evidence of 
the ability of the participants in- the matter 
of shooting pigeons, was nevertheless an ex- 
hibition of wanton cruelty, all the more dis- 
creditable because wholly unnecessary for 
any purpose. At the shooting on Tuesday 
the destruction was équal to 2,800 birds, and 
yesterday probably to 2,000 more, or in round 
numbers 5,000 pigeons were slaughtered, ant 
for what purpose? The pigeons killed were 
useless for food. The shooting at a living 
object sprung from atrap afforded no better 
evidence (if as good) of the’ skill of the 
marksman than would have been furnished 
by shooting at as many glass balls, and there-, 
fore the selection of 5,000 living animals, Was 
awanton piece of cruelty. for which there is 
no apology or excuse. Such an exhibition 
did not offer even the weak. excuse of 
“sport’’; the poor birds were captured and 
kept in coops, and then sprung from a trap 
and shot down. Instead of being called 
“sport,” it was nothing sliort of unmanly, 
unfeeling, disgraceful cruelty. 

Ata * meeting ”’ of this same character held 
some timeago in New York no less than 
20,000 pigeons were thus cruelly and barba- 
rously destroyed. The whole Dusiness is one 
repulsive to every sentiment of humanity, 
and foreign to every principle of sportsman- 
ship. The poor animals are not given any 
chance for their lives, but are brutally shot 
down as they are started from thetrap. The 
club might increase their scores if they 
would tic a string to the leg of each bird, 
which would prevent its falling outside of 
the bounds, and, wnile the killing might be 
greater, the brutality of the slaughterer 
would in no wise be increased. ‘The fact is, 
if there is not sentimentalism enough to in- 
induce the members of these clubs to abandon 
this kind of sport, then public opinion should 
be invoked against the wanton cruelty of 
these wholesale slaughters. Even the street 
gamin has become ashamed of throwing 
stonés at birds and robbing nests; and it is 
time for the bigger boys to give 
up this idea of ‘“sport’’ in shoot- 
ing at caged birds, and killing them 
by thousands. That is “sport” which can 
hardly claim respect. If these clubs wish to 
show their skill in marksmanship, let them 
purchase glass balls and fire at them; they 
may not be so easy to hit as the poor half- 
starved pigeons, but the scores for that reason 
would be more creditable, and the exhibitions 


| would be free of the cruelty with which the

REVOLVERS. 

evolvers are plenty thissummer, and they 
“oo off”? with neatness and dispatch. Mon- 
day was a field-day, so to speak, in révolver 
practice. Saloons were as full of revolvers 
as an arsenal is of muskets. John Stanner 
found three revolvers lying round loose in 
his mistress’ saloon, and he managed to kill 
the woman with one shot from one of the 
weapons. The Cahills,in a shanty on Re- 
becca street, appear to have had but one re- 
volver, but they used it with great success, 
filing a couple of policemen with bullets 
from its murderous muzzle. A negro out on 
a promenade on Twelfth street had an old 
revolver, with which he killed ohe man and 
wounded another. 

A week ago two men in buggies chased 
each Otherup and down Michigan and Wa- 
bash avenues, howling like lunatics and ex- 
changing shots as hotly as if they had been 
fighting Apaches in the wilds of Arizona, It 
is scarely overstating the case toSay that no 
night passes without several shooting affrays 
in the City of Chicago, which is heavily taxed 
to support a Government institufed to pre- 
serve order and keep the peace. That this 


Government does not preserve order—does | 


not keep the peace—is a palpable, undeniable 
fact. Blood flows every day, and almost 
always from a wound inflicted by a revolver- 
shot. 


The revolver seems to be the deadly enemy | 


of peace and good order. Why, then, do we 
tolerate the revolver ? What has the revolver 
done for mankind that its crimes should be 
condoned and excused? It is plain that 
spades, and hammers, and chisels, and 
mallets could not be dispensed with merely 
because it sometimes happens that a crime is 
committed with one of these useful imple- 
ments. They are essential to the prosecution 
of the various handicrafts; they are not well 
adapted to killing, and seldom used for that 
wicked purpose. But the revolver is designed 
for no other purpose than killing, and there is 
scarcely any creature except nay that cannot 
be more surely dispatched through some 
other agency than that of the revolver: . It 
follows that the reyolver is especially in- 
tended for use in kMing human beings. It 
is singular, to say the least, that millions of 
revolvers are manufactured annually to be 
devoted to the use of killing human beings, 
and to be devoted to that use in the hands of 
persons who have no right to kill human 
beings. lithe law required that convicted 
murderers should be shot to death with 
revolyers it would be quite proper for Govy- 
ernment to authorize the manufacture of a 
sufficient number of the weapons for the use 
of Sheriffs in the execution of the law.. But 
it is very strange indeed that the manu- 
facture and free sale of revolvers should be 
permitted, when ‘itis a notorious fact that 
they are chiefly destined to be used in 
killing human beings by persons who 
have no right whatever. to kill hu- 
man beings. .Of course it will be 
said that a peaceable citizen has a right 
to defend himself; that if he is attacked he 
may shoot the assailant in self-defense. 
True. But how many of the shooting-affrays 
that are d recorded are the resnits of hon-

‘at self-defeuse? Not one in | 
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The negro promen 
Twelfth street with an abandoned woman 
says he shot to defend himself. The Cahills 
in the shantyon Rebecca street say they 
were defending their domicile. But these 
are flimsy pretexts invented as a screen 
against the penalties of their crimes. 

There isa law prohibiting the carrying of 
concealed weapons, but it is not enforced. 
No doubt itsenforcement in a large city is 
next to impossible go Jong as the unlimited 
manufacture and free sale af revolvers 
is permitted. But why should such trafliec 
be allowed? Powder magazines are not 
allowed where their explosion would 
endanger property and human life; 
yet powder is largely used for me- 
chanical purposes, and hence an essential 
manufacture entitled to the protection of the 
law. But almost the sole use of the revolver 
is to kijJ, and to kill illegally. 

The: revolver is to-day, in this country, the 
chief instrument of ‘crime, and it hardly 
serves any useful purpose whatever, and yet 
its mawufacture and its sale are wholly unre- 
stricted. In every gunshop there is a huge 
stack of revolvers; in every pawnshop scores 
of the murderous weapons are displayed, 
ready to the hand of the suicide and the assas- 
in. The man who makes and the man who 
sells the revolver has ‘a right to know, and 
does know, that whenever he parts with his 
property in the weapon it is likely 
to lead to the commission of a bloody crime, 
likely to lead to the breaking of the law, 
likely to cause indescribable grie f; wretched- 
ness, and sorrow. 

Governments have a right.to abate nui- 
sances, a right to protect the physical health 
of the public, a right to avert probable 
crimes by a summary removal of the predis- 
posing causes, Why should not the authori- 
ties abate the nuisance of the revolver? It 
causes more misery, more crime, more re- 
morse, than any other one concomitant of 
civilization. It is at war with civilization. It 
defeats the great aim of civilization, which is 
the entire abolition of savagery. It is as 
much out of placein a civilized community 
as the tomahawk of the Indian, 


THE QUESLiON OF ALIMONY. 

A recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
this State touching the question of alimony 
will be of interest to those married people 
who are so loosely or uncongenially bound 
together that the severance of the matrimo- 
nial fetters is contemplated or actually ac- 
complished. Judging from the large num- 
ber of divorces which are daily granted in 
our courts, a respectable percentage of the 
community will consult this decision with 
eagerness, and, while it will be distasteful to 
the one sex, the other will regard it as a tri- 
umph of legal acumen, and, like Shylock, 
will welcome a second Danie] come to judg- 
ment, 

The case brought before the Supreme 
Court was that of a divorced woman, who 
-had married again, and sought to have the 
alimony which had been adjudged against 
the first husband continued to her though 
she had taken a second to her bed and board, 
who was presumably capable of supporting 
her. The ungallant Judge Scott thus deliy- 
ered the opinion of the Court: 


Treating alimony as the cquivalent of that ob- 
ligation for support which arises in favor of 
the wife out of the marriage contract, and 
which is lost when that.contract is annulled by 
the decree, she obtains the same obligation fur 
support by a second marriage. It is unreasuna- 
ble that she should have the cquivalent of an 
obligation for support by way of alimony from 
a former husband, and an obiigation from a 
present husband for an adequate support at the 
sutne time. 


As to the abstract justice and cold common 
sense of this decision, there will be no dif- 
ference of opinion among married men, 
who, pecuniarily, are most interested in it. 
If women bad all the rights of men, among 
them that of paying alimony, they would also 
heartily applaud it, but as they do not pay 
alimony of course they will regard it as a 
hardship, and as they do not have 
the logical grasp, they will fail to 
comprehend why by the exercise of 
proper industry in obtaining four or 
five divorces, they might not handsomely 
support themselves on alimonies from four 
or five ex-husbands. Colder-blooded and 
more exact men, however, who have been 
released from the matrimonial vinculum,- 
will argue in their merciless way that it is 
bad enough to haveto support their ex-wives, 
but if the latter marry again, then the other 
fellows ought to support them. Originally 
they only supported their wives; why should 
they now be called upon to support them and 
their new husbands? ‘Take the ilNinois case, 
for instance, If we remember it rightly the 
divorced husband was paying $90 a month or 
$1,D50 perannum in alimony. She married 
another mah shortly afterwards, whose -in- 
come was $1,500, and the two fancied that 
with the addition of the first husband’s ali- 
mony, making $2,580, they could live very 
comfortably. The first husband argued, 
however, thatif she could live on $1,080 she 
could live oh $1,500, and let the second hus- 
band take care of himself, for he was not 
bound to support him. Consequently the 
very day she was married he ceased paying 
alimony, and the Court supported him in his 
views of duty towards the other fellow. 

Clearly just as this appears to men, it gvill 
appear*just as clearly unjust to women, ex- 
cept that class so ably represented by Miss 
Anthony and ‘others, who in such a case 
could not conscientiously receive alimony at 
all, as they claim equality with men, and to 
take money from them would be an ac- 
knowledgment that they must be supported 
by them, and this in them would be tanta- 
mount to an ackndwledgment of inferiority 
to the Tyrant Man. ‘There is a class of 
women, however, who have no nonsense 
about themas to rights, but who make'a 
business of marriage; and there are some 
sordid enough to employ all its possibilities 
for enhancing the means of support. This 
class will find comfort in a statement from 
the New York Nation bearing upon this 
point. The case was similar to that of the 
lliinois woman, but the New York woman 
was much more married, and evidently had 
a sharper eye for business. The Nation 
says: 

The decision was made by Mr. Justice Dono- 
hue some years ago, and goes as far as even an 
lilimois wife could ask. The plaintiff in this 
case, who bad been thrice marriéd and twice 
divoreed, was getting in ulimony from the first 
two husbands some $3,000 or 34,000 a year,—a 
sum, atany rate, sullicient to support herself 
and the third busband in comfort and idleness. 
One of the cust-off spouses grew tired of this 
exirémely ove-sided arrangement and declined 
to pay. The Court beld, however, that the sub- 
sequent marriage did not dispense with the ouli- 
gation imposed by the decree on each of the 


tormer busbands, which wasin the nature of a 


penalty as well as un equivalent, and not tobe 


atfected by any change of circumstances in the 
beneticiary. In other words, the deeree of di- 
vorce Says Substantially to the defendant: You 
bave broken your contract with this plaintiff, 
and must pay so much in damages for the 
breach. Looked at in this light, the fact that 
the wife was receiving, independent of the ali- 
mony, & support from a remarriage, would, it is 
piain, nO more reiease the defendant than would 
a similar support derived from her own exertions. 

The Illinois woman evidently would have 
done better had she lived in New York. In 
point of fact, that State ought to be a Para- 
ise in the way of matrimonial investments, 
and a woman tolerably well up in the 
knowledge of the marrying business need 
never come'to want there. Two marriages 
and divorces at the least would provide her a 
comfortable livings Three would support 
her handsomely, and with four she and the 
fifth husband need, never work at all or do 
anything niore laborious than collect the 
monthly dividends from the four un- 
fortunates. To -an ordinarily smart

It may 
be that the provisions of the law are not gen- 
erally understood, and for this reason we 
give them the benefit of the wide circula- 
tion of Tue Taripunkg. Should it cause a 
large emigration of impecunious women 
from Illinois to New York in quest of ali- 
monies, it is cheerful to know that the 
Illinois statutes will so commend themselves 
to men in New York who do not relish sup- 
porting their matrimonial successors that 
the tides of travel to and fro will offset 
each other, and perhaps leave a balance in 
our favor, especially in these times of cheap 


transit.

Mr. Henry Le Dawes has provided a hot- 
weather topic fer the thirsty Massachusetts 
editors by writing two letters on the subject 
of Civil-Service reform. In the first letter he 
advised that Congressmen should refrain“ 
from making recommendations to oftice unless 
requested to do so by the Executive, a remedy 
which as an antiseptic would be ridiculously 
inadequate to the sources of disease. In his 
second letter Mr. Dawes advanced a step, 
and made the following proposition: 

Let the commissions of appointees, so long as 
the Constitution and the law require it, emanate 
trom the President, but let their selections be 
made, each by the man above him, to whom he 
is responsible for his work. The Sevretary by 
the President, the head of the Bureau by 
the Secretary, the Chief of the Division by the 
head of the Bureau, and the clerk in each 
Division by the chicf under whom he serves. 
And let each one know tbat bis tenure of ollice 
is measured only by his ability to return to his 
superior the highest possible resuits from the 
vharge thus committea to him. The plainest 
business principles will then dictate to each in 
his sphere the rules of Civil Service that must 
govern ali his movements tothe end that the 
utmost etliciency, economy, and integrity at- 
tainable in the service required at his hands 
may reap for him in turn security and perma- 
vency of place. 

The comments of the newspapers on this 
suggestion are as curious as they are vari- 
ous. Mr. Schurz, who is something of an 
expert in this department, believes that Mr. 
Dawes, though he has not gone to the rout 
of the matter, has thrown a considerable 
tub to the whale. .Others seem to beof the 
opinion that a divided responsibility is 
no responsibility. All the Massachusetts 
Congressmen, with three exceptions, have 
been interviewed by the Boston Advertiser, 
and only two of them gaveacordiaél assent 
to Mr. Dawes’ proposition. One wishes to 
have Postmasters elected; another is ex- 
tremely concerned lest each Congressman 
should not get his “share” of the 
oflices: and a third desires to have a 
competitive board *‘run’”’ by each Congress- 
man to pass upon the claimsof applicants 
for offices alloted to the district. The spoils 
system will not be broken up by homeopathic 
doses of Dawes. He may beat his breast and 
cry mea culpa, as the New York Post shows 
he has too much reason to do, but this will 
accoinplish nothing. How can any reform 
which requires sacrifices and imposes new 
and disagreeable duties upon the President 
alone be successful? The codperation of 
Congress isimperatively demanded. It must 
make the small appropriation required fora 
Civil-Service Board, and give. the reform at 
least that degree of official recognition be- 
fore anything pernianent can be effected. 
We shall see when Congress assembles how 


taken to heart by public servants, and how 
many of the members are prepared to stand 
upon their merits as statesmen alone and 
not upon their oflice-broking abilities as 
titles tu popular confidence and esteem. 
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Tue Churchman, which is of the High

The present condition of the matter, then, is 
that a clergyman is still in good standing in the 
Church though he has served out a sentence in 
the Penitentiary, and the Church has not deter- 
mined by any courtof ber own that the finding 
of the civil court was unjust. We are not bere 
speaking of, nor are we concerned with, Mr. 
Cowley's guilt or innocence. The simple tact is, 
that the only court which bas tried bim bas 
found him guilty of a heinous offense. We 
should rejoice, and so would every churchman 
rejoice, if anotber court, an ecclesiastical court, 
should find new evidence that would overbal- 
ance and set aside the finding of the civil 
court. But the report of the Committee has so 
tar deprived the Church of her opportunity to 
hold such a court, unc of the much-to-be-de- 
sired proof that one of her clergy bas suffered 
an unjust sentence. She stands to-day in the 
attitude of shieiding by one of her offices a man 
whom a civil court has condemned, and whom 
no court of her own has acguitted. The Church 
herself is on trial, and notany one man. The 
mun has been tried and convicted, If the 
Church cannot prove him to be innocent, then 
she cannot innocently allow him longer to hold 
the high office of her priesthood. If, on the 
other bane, she shall be abie to prove his inno- 
cence, she will bave the happiness of rescuing 
his reputata and her own tair pame.

Steward Cramp has veen in bed for 
three days, and his place at the President's bed- 
side has been taken by Dr. Boynton. Secretary 
Kirkwood is also confined to his house by a 
malarial attack. Dr. Bliss says that it is the in- 
tention of the physicians to move the President 
from the White House at the earliest possibile 
moment, and in reply to a question as to when 
that would be, said, “Iu the course of two or 
three weeks.’ tie did-not say where the Presi- 
dent would be taken to, but it was inferred 
from a remark accidentally dropped that it 
would be to a vessel for a sea varasy, which the 
President very much desired. 


A WASHINGTON dispatch states that “* Last | 
year the sum of $25,000 was apvropriated by 
Congress for boring an artesian well in the arid 
lands of Colorado, to see if water: could be ob- 
tained by this means. The project was urged by 
Senator Hill, of that State, but his idea was to 
have the money expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Interior. The bill failed 
in the Senate, but was carried in the House, and 
inserted in the appropriations for the Agricuit- 
ural Department. Any man but Le Duc would 
have consulted eminent scientists about the 
location of the’ proposed well before 
spending the money intrusted to him. But 
he, imagining that he knew as tmwuch 
about artesian wells as any scientist, | 
posted off to Colorado ahd tiocated his 
well near Fort Lyon. The appropriation has } 
been all expended, the well bas been bored 450 
feet, and not a drop of\water has been obtained. 
A further appropriation of $10,000 to continue 
the experiment was made at the last session of 
the Forty-sixth Congress, and Commissioner 
Loring, taking warning by the failure of Le Duc, 
has employed Prof, C. A, White, of Greeley, 
Colo., and Prof. Samuet Aughey, of Lincoln, 
Neb., tgexplore the arid region and locate the 
proper place to sink the well, and the work at 
Fort Lyon has been ordered suspended until

We read in a London paper: “Now that 
the Melbourne International Exhibition is over, 
paopie are counting the cost, and asking whether 
the game is worth the candle.

‘speculation, of course, itis not, for no exhibi- 
bition since that suggested by Prince Albert has 
résuited in anything but loas. The Exhibition of 
1851 made a profit of £276,000, which was partly 
expended in land upon which the South Kensifig- 
ton buildings are erected. The Paris Exhibition 
of 1855 resuited in a loss of £872,000; that of Lon- 
don in 18 in a loss of £51,470; that of Paris in 
1867 in a-loss of £379,265; that of Vienna in 1873 
in a loss of pearly two million sterling: that of 
Philadelpbia in 1576 in a loss of £837,256; that 
of Paris in 1878 in a loss of nearly a million 
sterling; and that of Sydney last year in‘a loss 
of uearly a quarter of a‘million, exceeded by 
that just closed at Melbourne, which cost £339,- 
000, against only £50,000 of receipts.

Tue Internationa! Exhibition of Electricity 
in Paris is to be on alarge scale. It will be held 
in the Palace of Industry. The immense build- 
ing will be lighted by electricity at night,—a 
thing never before attempted there. All the 
systems will be operated together, so that an 
admirable opportunity for comparisons will be 
afforded. The applicationof electricity to thé 
lighting of art galleries, theatres, dining-halils, 
kitchens, chambers, etc., will be seen in differ- 
ent apartments.

A STRANGE CATTLE DISEASE. - 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Picton, N. 8., Aug. 3.—To-day’s Standard, re- 
ferring to the visit of Drs. Thayer and Mc- 
Eacbren, says they found the cattle disease 


-raging with great malignity in many herds. One 


farmer, whose sick cows were examined, had 
already lost seven animals this seasen, wilile 
fivedied last year. Anothér farmer replied, 
when asked if be had any cattle, ** No; all dead.” 
In the little settlement of Pine Tree, New Glas- 
gow, there have been over twenty fatal cases 
this season. The disease is confined to the towns 
and vicinity,the distant sections of the county not 
yet being intested. Drs. Thayer and McEachbren 
mude several post-mortem examinations. The 
disease is entirely confined to them. 
clearly the resu!t of biood-poisoning, the vital 
tiuid having changed in most cases to water. 
The organs were wgenerally found healthy. 
Both the doctors regard the disease as non- 
contagious. -Neither could arrive at any con- 
clusion, or even guess the origin of the disease, 
or suggest a remedy from the symptoms discov- 
ered. Dr. Thayer thought that it might be spread 
by cattle wrazing over where the cattle were 
buried. Many curious facts regarding the dis- 
ease were discovered. One farmer would have 
all bis stock perfectly healthy, while hii 
next neighbor's stock were perishing daily. One 
man’s stock was healthy on one farm, but died 
when taken on another. More animais died 
proportionally in towns than in the country. 
The number of cattle sick was found to be much 
larger than anticipated, while the deaths were 
surprisingly larger than usual. Both doctors 
thought that the Government should send a 
thorough botanist to exawine the herbage of 
the infected districts, and a veteriuary surgeon 
tu éxamine every case of disease reported.

‘The Loss Figured at Over $40,000 


and the Insurance at 
$4,000. : 


The folly of allowing, frame ve to be 
erected in Chicago was demonstrated on the 
North Side yesterday afternoon, twenty such 
buildings disappearing within half an hour, and, 
but for the lu! of the wind and two vacant 
lots adjoining @% scene of conflagration, several 
blocks would have shared the same fate. The 
tweive “* tire-bug ” Aldermen who voted to con- 
tract the fire limits ought to visit the locality, 
and interview some of the poor people 
who were burned out, and get their 
opinions of wooden shanties. And if they want 
more expressions on the subject, they 
might talk to those who moved out their house- 
hold effects, and smashed chairs and tore cioth- 
ing in their attempts to get to a place of safety; 
and also the neighbors for blocks around, who 


had all they could do to keep their dwellings 
from destruction. 

The locality—the block bounded by North 
avenue, Willow, Halsted,and Burling streets— 
was an excellent one for a fire. Out of over 
100 buildings, not more thau half a dozen were of 
brick. At the southwest end were a pianuing- 
mill and furniture factory,—mere shbelis, filled 
withintlammabie material, and all that was neces- 
sary to put the whoie vicinity in jeopardy wasa 
spark. Yesterday was the day,and the time 
about noon. The engineer in the planing-mill 
burned shavings for fuel. There was a chute 
leading to the engine-roow, and the shavings 
were thrown ifto the chute on the floors above, 
dropping on the floor of the engine-room about 
six feet from the boilers. To put in fuel all the 
engineer had to do was to stand in front of the 
boiler door, put his shovel into the shavings, 
turn half way round and throw them ioto the 
tire- place. hile eating his dinner yesterday 
there were lots of shavings on the floor, and 
these shavings caught fire;

branching off on the different stories, and with- 
in tiye minutes had the structure ir their grasp. 
It. being the dinner hour, few of the workmen 
were around, and those who were ran for their 
jives. The fire was seen by many people near 
and far off, and half a dozen, appreciating the 
danger to the surrounding property. ran to the 
alarm boxes and notitied the operators at the 
City-Hall. Boxes 891, 882, 918, and 921 were turned 
in about the same time, the first—located on 
the corner of North avenue and Orchard street 
—betng struck on the bells and gongs because it 
reached the oftice ahead of the others. As soon 
as the district Steamers and Agsistant-Marshal 
Green reached the scene, the latter saw that an- 
other ** 1874.”’ was liable to oceur, so he turned 
ina2—1]. This brought six:more engines, mak- 
in fourteen in all. The first.arrivals looked after 
the houses on North avenue, and the iatter ones 
covered the property north and eastof the pian- 
ing-tmill. Whew, but it wasbot. Mayor Harrison 
ought to have been there to have tested his 
theory that a frame house doesn’t make much 
heat. Perhaps one doesn't, but a dozen do. 
Even before the Fire Department got to work 
the planing-mill and the furniture-factory (the 
two are only a few feet apart, and connected by 
a bridge) were hopelesly invoived, and sparks 
from them were carried on the wind, dropping 
on the roofs of the dwellings, barns, and sheds 
in close proximity. At one time fully tweuty 
frame structures on the north and east were 
abiaze, and the firemen and occupants 
had =i their bands full. There were 
three large piles of lumber on 
Halsted street in front of the piaining-mill. 
These of course ignited, and the flames from 
them were swept across the street by the wind, 
threatening the houses on the west. Notwith- 
stand the intense heat, however, the firemen 
kept the houses well drenched, and only one 
dwellime there was materially damaged. The 
pipemen stationed on the north were aided by a 
vacant lot tifty feet wide, adjacent to No. 701. 
If Ald. Hildreth and his associate * fire-bugs”’ 
could have had their way, this lot would 
have had on it two or more frame cottages. Had 
the shanties been there the fire would without 
doubt 
HAVE GONE TO WILLOW STREET, 

if not beyond, as there is a vast lumber pile 
nailed together on the nortd half of the block. 
No. 701 burned down,and the absence of Nos. 
708 and 705 saved No. 707 and the bouses beyond, 
none of them being damawed except here and 
there the roof of one was minus a few shingles, 
torn olf :by the firemen or occupant in 
time to prevent the spread of a 
blaze started by falling sparks: An alley in the 
centre of the block was lined on both sides with 
burns and sheds. Those nearest the planing- 
mill were soon on fire, and the flames, assisted 
by wind, ran from one to another with aston- 
ishing rapidity. It is wonderful how Marshal 
Swenie kept the conflagration within such small 
limits, bux he did it with the fourteen steamers, 
SiX more which came in response to a 3-11 being 
sent home. Not a house on Burling 
Street was even scorehed, although half 
R dozen sheds and . barns in the 
rear of those numbered from 11 to 23, inclusive, 
were destroyed. The stores on North avenue 
were protected by the direction of the wind. At 
the time the tire broke eut, there was a pretty 
stil? breeze from. thg southwest, but, as before 
stated, it abated by half-past 12, and to this fact, 
and that of the vacant lot next to No. 701 Hal- 
stead street, more thun to the excellent manage- 
ment of Marsbal Swenie and an abundance of 
Water, was due the limitation of the burned- 
over space to an acre. 

The followmg diagram shows the locality of 
the fire and the situations of the buildings de- 
stroyed: 
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HALSTED STREET. 

The building on the northeast corner of North 
avenue and Halsted street was occupied as a 
saioon and grocery by Gustave Ludwig, and was 
owned by Jacob Lauer. This structure, although 
entirely of wood, escaped because the wind set 
in the opposit direction. Immediately north of 
it on Halsted street 'was the extensive planing- 
mill, 75x40 feet, owned and occupied by Mr. 
Lauer, in which the fire originated. 
This building was two-and-a-half stories 
in hight and was numbered 689, 691, and 638 
Halsted street. A similar frame building, 30x48 
feet, immediately to the north (the two being 
connected by a bridge), was occupied by 
Aibreeht, Miller & Co. as a furniture and 
cabinet factory. lLauer’splaning-mill was a 
miserable sheil of a building, and was held by 
insurance twnen to be an extra hazardous risk, 
only to ve Written ata penal premium. Prob- 
ably for this reason, it. was not insured at all, 
and Lauer loses everything. He says that his 
loss will foot up fully $25,000, including the 
building, machinery, lumber, and tools. Al- 
brecht, Miller & Co.) lose $3,000 on machinery 
and $2,000 on stock, and bave no insurance. 

No. 695 Halsted street, just north of the fur- 
niture factory, Was a one-story frame dweliing 
with a brick basement owned and occupied by 
Mr. Douglas. This building was burned up so 
quiekly that not a singie article of turniture was 
saved. Mrs. Douglas and ayoung woman who 
were in the house escaped almost by a miracle 
and the Douglas’ baby, a child a few months 
old, was slightly burned. The Joss on this build- 
ing and furniture was about $2,000 and there 
was oo insurance. 

No. 0¥7 Halsted street was na one-story and 
basement trame owned by Mrs. Rochell, ana 
occupied by Mrs. Schuchkuest.. The loss on the 
buviding was $800, and on furniture $300, and 
there was no insurance. 

‘At No, 699 Halsted street John Wickbold sus- 
tained a loss of $500, being burned out from the 
ground up, and baving no insurance. 

No. 701 was a two-story frame, owned and oc- 
cupied by Michael Abel, The building and fur- 
niture were fully worth $2,500; no insurance. 

ALL THE HOUSES 

on the west side of Halated street, directly oppo- 
sit the planing-mfli and furniture fac- 
tory, were mo®e oof less scorched, and 
ope of them was. badiy burned. This 
was No. 690, which is owned and occupied by 
John Hottz. The tront will huve to be renewed, 
nS Well a8 the steps and a portion of the roof, the 
three being damaged tw the extent of 8250. 
Hoeltz’s furniture was roughly handled and some 
of it broken.

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

H. F. Schumann, a blacksmith, related that he 
saw the fire from his sbop, corner of Halsted 
street and Clybourn avenue, and calied out 
* Fire’ as loud as he could. But it was tifteen or 
twenty minutes before an engine arrived, this 
not being the fault of the Department but of 
the first witnesses of the blaze, who lost their 
heads and had not sense enough either to pull a 
box or to run three blocks to the engine-house 
on the corner of Larrabee street and North 
avenue. 

A TRIBUNE reporter found, after long’search 
and much trouble, the engineer of Lauer's plan- 
ing-mill, one M.Berscheim. Mr, B. was not at 
his house nor around the burned building, but 
was quietly talking things over with some 
friends halt a mile away. In reply to 
the reporter’s questions he said that he 
went to dinner at neon, having sprinkled 
a bucket of water in front of the boiler, as was 
his custom. It appeared that the shavings used 
for fuel were stored less than six feet from 
the mouth of the boiler. The engineer 
knew nothing of the cause of the tire. All he 
knew was that he sawa blaze. He tried to ex- 
tinguish the mes with a hand-hose, aud 
failing in this he turned his attention to the 
boiler and raked out the coals 80 as to prevent 
the possibility of an explosion. He has been 
seven months in the employ of Jacob Lauer. 

A young man named Caspar Staub was severe- 
ly burned on the face and right hand while res- 
cuing a woman from oneof the burning build- 
ings on the Burling-street,front. Charies Keck 
and another young fellow earried out of a burn- 
ing building a woman who was confined onty 
three days ago. The baby wasfaiso rescued, and 
both mother and child were made as comforta- 
bie us possible by some charitable neighbors. 

Burling street presented a peculiar sight, only 
matched by a part of Halstead street. ‘The beds, 
lookingglasses, stoves, pictures, ciothing,. 
and general household’ effects of the 
residents were - piled up in mass in 
the middle of the street. From the buildings 
actually burot scarcely a tooth-brush was 
saved. For three or four blocks around *“ mov- 
ing-day” was inaugurated without previous ad- 
vertisement, and several of the poor peopie 
mourn the loss of their household goods, loaded 
ina hurry on the nearest express-wagon, and 
not yet returned. 

The lady Principal of the Central School, on 
the corner of North and Clybourn avenues, 
threw open the school building for the accom- 
modation of the sufferers, and made arrange- 
ments to protect their property. 

The firemen suffered terribly from the intense 
heat and the want of water or other refresh- 
ments, and had it not been for the speedy extin- 
guishment of the flames there wouid have been. 
serious casualties to report from this cause. 

The day was a hot one, and the beat from the 
sun added to that from the fire was too much 
for several of the spectators. who were over- 
come and had to be carried off and treated with 
ice-water. No fatal cases were heard of.

THE RAILROAD BOARD. 


They Are Interviewed by a Delegation 
of Railroad Employes on the Subject 
of Their Revision of the Railroad 
Schedule of Rates. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
SPRINGFIELD, Lll., Aug 3.—The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission were interviewed to- 
day relative to their revision of the maximum 
schedule rates for the railroads of the State by 
the representatives of a new interest, the vast 
army of railroad employés. The delegation con- 
sisted entirely of locomotive engineers, but they 
rep -esented ail classes of railroad employés, and 
had been delegated at-recent meetings of their 
different organizations to confer with the Board 
upon this subject. The party was composed of 
the following engineers: William Arthur, 

Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomot- 

ive Engineers: W. Bedell, Fred Owgley, and 

Robert J. Hawks, of the Chicago & Alton; 

John Hill and E. W. Kenyon, Chicgzo, Rock 

Island & Pacific; L. W. Braybury, Chicago & 

Northwestern; and J. L. Wade, Iilinois Centfal. 
Commissioners Smith and Robinson held atwo 

bours’ conference with the delegation. Mr. 


Arthur explained that they bad come to ascer- 
tain what. the Board proposed to do in the matter 


- of reducing freight rates in the revision of the 


schedules now in progress. From reports that 
had come to them, they feared that such 
sweeping reductions were to be made as 
would cause the railroads to make atorrespond- | 
ing reduction in the wages of their employés. 
They represented that there were over 80,000 
employés in the service of the railroads of this 
State. Most of these men had families depend- 
ing on them, and a general reduction in their 
wuges would be felt ali over Illinois, and would 
occasion much hardship. 

The Commissioners explained the nature and 
effect of the revision which they are making, 
and assured the engipeers that its effect would 
not sufficiently reduce the receipts of the rouds 
to justify, though it might perhaps afford 
a pretext for, a reduction ot wages. 
What the Board was mainly endeavoring 
to accomplish by this revision was 
to prevent the cutting of rates between roads 
ana unjust discrimination against shippers. The 
Board contemplates making changes in the 
rates in many instances, but do not expect that 
these chanyes will on the whole reduce the aver- 
uwe eurnings of the roads. The Commissioners 
ussured the delegation that in the work of re- 
vision they had endeavored to protect the in- 
terests of all parties, and bad ‘taken into con- 
sideration the effect of proposed changes upon 
the employés a§ well as upon the employer. The 
engineers expressed satisfaction with the policy 
of the Board and thelr isontmedt by the Com- 
niissioners.

Full Reports of the Condition of the 
Growing Crops in Illinois. . 


“Taken Altogether, the Outlook for an 
Abundant Yield of Corn Is Good. 


The Exceedingly Dry Weather Hav- 
ing a Detrimental Effect on 


All Grains. 


ILLINOIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Soutru Efern, Illl., Aug. 3.—Temperature yes- 
terday, 9%. Harvesting is now well under head- 
way. In this immediate yiclnity no damage has 
yet been done by the army-worm or chinch- bug. 
Qats, in places, are rather light, but the quality 
seems to be good. Ij am informed that back in 
the country, west of hére, army-worm is 
doing considerable damage, but have not heard 
many particulars. It was reported that 
there was a worm working in che 
ears of sweet corn, which was 
vastly injuring the crop; investigation, how- 
ever, of some of the crops which is growing 
near here, does not seem to give any ground for 
the statement. Sweet corn is raised quite ex- 
tensively here and the most of it is disposed of 
to the Eigin Cann Company. The amber 
cane crop seems to considerably baekward 
and it is feared that it will not mature in time to 
manufacture before frost comes; possibly, bow- 
ever, the fears may be groundiess. Pastures 
and corn need rain again; they are not suffering 
though very badly yet. If fine weather cou- 
tinues most of the grain will be cut and bound 
this week. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
BLOOMINGTON, IL, Aug. 3.—Generally speak- 
ing, the corn-crop in McLean County is in fair 
condition, its future, however, depending much 
upon whether or not the present drought con- 
tinues. As conipared with three weeks ago, 
there is a probable joss of 15 to 20 per cent int 
yield of corn, making the present estimate about 
80 per cent of a tullcrop. Corn is an se- 
verely, especially that planted late, of which 
there is a large acreage.

Jay Gould Purchases a Large Amount 
of the Stock of the Wards Near St. 
Louts. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 3.—It is stated by reliable 
parties bere that Jay Gould bas concluded the 
purchase of a large share of the stock of the 
Nattonal Stock-Yards, situated in St. Clair 
County, just outside of East St. Louis. The 
capital stock of the Company is $1,250,000, and, 
while Gould has nut acquired a controlling in- 
terest, he has taken a large slice. The Eastern 
capitalistic giantis muking every preparation 
to get St. Louis in his bands. His last purchase 
lies in this direction. He has already secured 
control of a large interest in the Vulcan [ron 
Works, alarge share of stock of. the Wabash 
and the Missouri Pacific Roads, a prospective 
lease of the bridge for ninety-nine years, and 
has secured control of the Mississippi bate 
lines, and the purchase of the National Stock- 
Yards is made as contributing to his railroad 
and bridge enterprises. It is being an almost 
necessary adjunct te both. The amount of 
Gould's purecbase in this direction will no: be 
made public fora few days. One of the largest 
stockholders at present is Morris, the cattle 
king of wr" wae Mr. Isaac Knox is present 
President he Stock-Yards Company, 
and manager. The subject of constructing a 
great National stock-yards at the other side 
eof the river was first broached in 1871. Soon 
afterward a company, made up of-Eastern and 
Western capitalists, purchased the required 
ground, 650 acres, and made thereon the most 
substantial and ample improvements. The 
grounds were openedgfor public use in 1873. 
They are well known to be the most extensive 
establishments otf the kind in the coun- 

well watered, and are sit- 

- most suitable location, 
just north of East St. Louis. yards 
are well Connected with all the railroads beiong- 
ing to the system which converges at the bridge, 
and no other yards can so easily draw trade 
from all parts of the country.

MONEY IN NEBRASKA. 


The Rates.of Interest in Nebraska and 
Where the Money Comes from— 
Loaning Mioney on Chattels, Etc. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 2.—There was a time 


. when money was very scarce in Nebraska, or 


rather when a high rate of interest was received 
on allloans; that time has passed. Money is 
tolerably cheap here now, and there is plenty of 
it. At present all that capitalists can expect to 
get for their money on good farm-land security 
is 8 percent net. There bas been some capital 
loaned in this city at a still lower rate of inter- 
est, but it has beecu money brougnt in from 
the East by tbose making the =Iloans. 
Quite a number of tbe new buildings 
now going up are mortgaged to Eastern insur- 
ance companies, savings banks, or other insti- 
tutions baving abundance of money. The rates 
are as low as 6 per cent. A great deal of 
Eastern capital is handled by “ie money loan- 
ers who get the same for 6 and 7 percent and 
place it here at 8 and 9 per cent ‘on reai-estate 
security. A few good long-time loans have 
been made this sunimer at 10 per cent, but such 
borrowers are hard to find. The banks charge 
10 per cent, and do a big business on small loans 
at this rate. 

A gregt deal of money-is loaned in this State 
on chattel security, and every town of any con- 
siderable size has its * scalper,”’ who does a gen- 
eral banking business, with his office in his hat, 
at rates of interest ranging from 2 to 5 per ce nt 
a month. The business is said to pay extrava- 
grantiy, as of course it must at such rates bf in- 
terest. After awhile, when the State gets older 
and more settied, this will not be. The first set- 
tiers of a country are usually poor, and there 
are times when they must have help, which they 
getas above from the “ scalpers."’ 
ness, however, is not s0 good as it used to be, 
notin Eastern Nebraska at least. People are 
better off, money is more plentiful, and those 
who borrow will soon have money to loan, and 
so be independent of all sharps and money loan- 
crs.

HOTEL DRAINAGE. 


Perfection Which the 
House Has Attained. 
A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday had a talk 
with Chief Sanitary Inspector William H.

Genung in regard to the sewerage and drain- 


ageofour hotels. “There is one hotel,’’ 


said he “‘ that comes as near to perfection in . 


this sense as any housein the world. That 
hotel is the Sher man House. JV’'ll stake my 
reputation uponit that no sewer-gas can get 
into any part of this house.” 
‘‘Is there anything new in its plans?” 
asked the reporter. 
ot that,” replied Mr. Genung, “ but 

Ald. Hulbert, the proprietor, is blesse With a 
competent sanitary engineer, whom he em- 
ploys in his house, and no expense has been 
spared to make the house a model in this 
respect. As I said before, there is nothin 
in the world to excel it in a sanitary sense.’’ 

Mr. Genung then went on to explain that 
the construction was such that there was not 
afootof pipe through which a eg 

1e 
air circulated through every soil-pipe. In 
the east half they ventilated through the 
roof. In the west half of § the 
hotel, where the cooking was done, every 
soil and waste pipe was conducted through 
a ten-inch ventilator, which runs into an 
auxiliary flue, twenty inches square, to a 
chimney, which ran alongside the main 
stack. The velocity was at the rate of 
feet of fresh air r minute. The catch- 
basins were most thoroughly ventilated, and 
the current of fresh air was so great down- 
wards through them that a one-inch alcohol 
torch was extinguished by the fresh air cur- 
rent. ‘There is no odor from  catch- 
basin filth in the basemeut or any 
part of the Sherman House, which 
is an unusual thing in hotels; “Really,” 
said Mr. Genung, “there is ndta sanitary 
device to make the rooms healthful and free 
from any possible contamination from sewer- 
as that has been omitted in the Sherman 
louse. The traps to the pipes are also 
models, and in every sense of the word the 
Sherman House is a sanitary model,and will 
repay an examination by persons interested.”’ 
From the above it would seem as though the 


Sherman House would bea good'place for 


health, as malaria is unknown there.

peasantry, it has caused him to be hated 
ey, more, because. more leniency was ex- 
me from him.

Liussey, rivals the famous agent of Lans- 
downe, Mr. Treneh, in the detestation of the 
tenantry. Kenmare has evicted at least 
thirty families since my last visit to breland.

TWO INSTANCES OF KENMARE’S CRUELTY. 

One tenant, David Byrne, held a farm be- 
tween Castieisland and Killarney. The farm 
had been oc saps by his family for genera- 
tions. The Government valuation of it was 
£26. This valuation, it should always be borne 
in mind, is based on the reciamations and itn- 
provements made at the sole expense of the 
tenant, and onthe houses and other buildings 
that he has erected at his own cost. Gritlith’s 
valuation, therefore, is a tax on the tenant's ta- 
dustry and improvements. Kenmare charged 
Byrne £%. Byrne ran behind six months in his

RULES OF THE ESTATE. 

Lord Ormathwaithe is a landiord near Lis- 
towel,in Kerry. His agent, George Sands, is 
repor ted to be a small edition of Lord Leitrim 
in his social relations,—a constant terror and 
menace to the families ot the peasantry. One 
of the “rules of the estate’’ of Ormathwaithe 
is that no ten@nt shall marry without the con- 
sent of the Lord or his agent. In most parts of 
lreland this custom, once almost upiversal, was 
abolished, not by act of Parliament, but by acts 
of assasination. Landlords were shot so often 
for interfering between lovers that they allowed 
this ancieut privilege of their order to fall into 
disuse. Ormathwaithe still exercises it.- Capt. 
Bell was informed by the clergy at Listowel 
that one Johu Galvin applied for permission to 
marry his sweetheart,.who had a fortune of 
£300. Sands refused to allow him to marry her 
unless Galvin should give him £200! Galvin re- 
mains unmarried. 

« EVICTIONS THIS YEAR. ° 

In my first letter I gave the total number of 
persons evicted in Ireland during the first three 
months of the present as 1732. During the last 
months, ending June W, ac cording to a recent 

arliamentary return, there have beeu evicted 
n Ulster 3,025 persons; in Leinster, 70 persons; 
in Connaught, 1,570_persons; and in Munster, ¥14 
persons—in all, 5,262 persons; or, for the last six 
months, 6,994 human being consigned under 
G ladstons in office to a fate that Giadstone out 
of office declared to be “ a sentence of death’’! 

LAND BILLS AND LAND COURTS. 

No Land bill that does not provide for the 
rapid extinction of Irish landlordism (corporate, 
ubsentee, and resident, alike and equally), and 
for the speedy establishment. of peasant-pro- 
prietorship, will be of any permanent value 
to the Irish peopie. Maay of the large farm- 
ers of the East and North of Iretand are 
as harsh to their laborers as the tubsentee 
and corporate landlords of the West and South of 
Ireland are cruel to their tenants. Besides, the 
Irish Courts are composed of landlords, inspired 
with the ‘most fanatical spirit of caste. The 
Freeman’s Journal recently issued to the repre- 
sentative men of twenty-seven counties a table 
of inquiries retative to the character of the 
County Court Judges, to whom responsible duties 
are to be assigned by the Government Land 
bill. Sixteen out of the twenty-seven are 
Protestants. Only twooutot the twenty-seven 
are not themselves landlords, and one of these 
twois counected with landiords by marriage. 
In Antrim, of the Chairman of the County Court 
it is said that the churacter of his land decisions 
has been unfavorable to tenants, and that the 

eople would have no confidence in him as Land 

udge under the new act. In Armagh, the peo- 
ple, it is reported, would have more confidence 
ina Court than in a Chairman. The Done- 
gal Chairman is * distrusted as a 
friend of the landlords.” In Down, the 
Chairman's decisions have peen **in favor of the 
landiords’’; in Londonderry, “always in favor 
of the landlords’’; in Carlow, ** suspicious "s in 
Kildare, ** not trusted by tenants’’: in King’s, 
“leaning to landlords” ; in Meath, ‘* most un- 
satisfactory’’; in Westmeath, “not satisfac- 
tory ’”’; in Wexfora, “not in favor of tenants”’; 
in Wicklow, “doubtful’’; in Kerry, “in favor of 
landiords,—often reversed on appeal” ; and in 
Gaiway; “prejudical to tenants.” In Fer- 
managh, Cork, and Mayo, the 
decisions are pronounced to huve been “ im- 
martial’; in two counties only, Leitrim and 
toscommon, “in favor of the people.” Yet, 
among these “‘impartial’’ Chairmen is P. J. 
Piake, of Fermanagh, whose brutal conduct, 
quite recently, in bvuisterously detying the 
zaand League on the bench, astonished 
even a people with whom judicial dignity 
is neither. a fact nor a
